WHEREAS,  San  Francisco's  Department  of  Building  Inspection  takes  steps  every  day 
to  provide  sound  and  ever-evolving  engineering,  plan  reviews,  building  and  housing 
inspections,  as  well  as  code  enforcement  actions,  to  insure  the  safety  and  well-being  of  its 
homes  in  San  Francisco,  and  the  nearly  200,000  buildings  constantly  utilized  by  its  citizens;

WHEREAS,  Building  safety,  fire  prevention  professionals,  architects,  engineers, 
builders  and  others  in  the  construction  industry  act  as  vigilant  guardians  who  employ  their 
impressive  skills,  expertise,  and  experience  year-round  to  ensure  building  safety;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  dedicated  and  competent  members  of  the  International  Code  Council 
also  play  a  cntical  role  by  developing  and  implementing  the  highest  quality  building  codes  to 
protect  everyone  in  the  buildings  where  we  live,  learn,  work  and  recreate;  and, 

WHEREAS,  These  International  Codes  are  the  most  widely  adopted  building  safety 
and  fire  prevention  codes  in  the  nation,  and  are  legally  enforced  by  most  U.S.  cities  and 
states;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Modern  building  safety  codes  are  vital  in  protecting  the  public  during 
natural  disasters,  such  as  earthquakes,  wild  land  fires,  floods,  hurricanes,  and  tornadoes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  is  located  in  one  of  the  world's  highest  risk  seismic  safety 
zones  and  is  a  global  leader  in  applying  some  of  the  world's  strictest  building  codes;  and,

[Accept  and  Expend  Grant  -  Bio-Rad  Clinical  Trial  -  $159,876] 

Resolution  authorizing  the  San  Francisco  Department  of  Public  Health  (DPH)  to  accept 
and  expend  retroactively  a  grant  from  Bio-Rad  Laboratories  in  the  amount  of  $159,876 
to  fund  the  Bib-Rad  Clinical  Trial  project  for  the  period  of  February  1 ,  201 0,  through 
June  30,  2010. 

WHEREAS,  DPH  was  awarded  a  grant  from  Bio-Rad  Laboratories  tlie  amount  of 
$1 59,876  to  assist  with  a  project  entitled  "Bio-Rad  Clinical  Trial;"  for  the  period  of  February  1 , 
2010  through  June  30,  2010;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  purpose  of  this  grant  is  to  collect  data  on  a  new  Enzyme 
ImmunoAssay  (EIA)  laboratory  test  to  detect  HIV  infection;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  grant  does  not  require  an  ASO  amendment  and  reimburses  DPH  for 
three  existing  positions:  Senior  Microbiologist  (Job  Class  #2462)  at  0.33  FTE,  Bacteriological 
Laboratory  Assistant  (Job  Class  #2416)  at  0.33  FTE,  and  Director  of  Public  Health 
Laboratories  (Job  Class  #2492)  at  0.17  FTE,  for  the  period  of  February  1 ,  2010  through  June 
30,  2010;  and. 

Whereas,  DPH  is  seeking  retroactive  approval  because  DPH  did  not  receive  the  grant 
award  until  March  10,  2010;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  grant  budget  includes  a  provision  for  indirect  costs  in  the  amount  of 
$19,713;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  DPH  is  hereby  authorized  to  retroactively  accept  and  expend  a  grant 
in  the  amount  of  $159,876  from  Bio-Rad  Laboratories;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  DPH  is  hereby  authorized  to  retroactively  accept  and 
expend  the  grant  funds  pursuant  to  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  section  10.170-1 ;  and, 
be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Controller  is  directed  to  designate  the  positions 
funded  under  this  agreement  as  a  "G"  or  grant-funded  position  which  would  terminate  when 
the  agreement  expires;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Director  of  Health  is  authorized  to  enter  into  the 
agreement  on  behalf  of  the  City.

Resolution  authorizing  acquisition  of  the  following  interests  in  real  property  in 
Alameda  County:  (1)  a  temporary  construction  easement  in  a  portion  of  Assessor's 
Parcel  #513-0065-011-02  in  Fremont,  owned  by  Malik  A.  Aiarab,  Trustee,  and  Barbara  E. 
Aiarab,  Trustee,  (2)  a  temporary  construction  easement  in  a  portion  of  Assessor's 
Parcel  #  096-0001-020-03  in  Sunol,  owned  by  Kenneth  and  Janice  Mackin,  and  (3)  a 
temporary  construction  easement  and  a  permanent  subsurface  soil  nail  easement  in 
portions  of  Assessor's  Parcel  #  096-0080-004  in  Sunol,  owned  by  Carolyn  Marie  Garcia 
and  Stanley  A.  Garcia,  Trustees,  by  eminent  domain,  for  the  public  purpose  of 
constructing  the  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  Water  System 
Improvement  Program-Funded  Project  CUW35901,  New  Irvington  Tunnel  Project; 
adopting  environmental  findings  under  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act 
("CEQA"),  CEQA  Guidelines,  and  Administrative  Code  Chapter  31;  and  adopting 
findings  of  consistency  with  the  General  Plan  and  under  City  Planning  Code  Section 
101.1. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  ("SFPUC")  plans  to 
construct  Project  CUW35901  New  Irvington  Tunnel  Project  (tlie  "Project"),  under  tine  Water 
System  Improvement  Program  ("WSIP"),  for  improvements  to  the  regional  water  supply 
system,  a  public  use,  and  in  connection  therewith  will  require  interests  in  certain  real  property 
described  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  objectives  of  the  Project  are  to: 
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Within  24  hours  after  a  major  earthquake  on  the  Calaveras  fault,  allow  for 
reliable  transmission  of  a  minimum  of  120  mgd  of  water  between  SFPUC  facilities  in 
the  Sunol  Valley  and  the  Bay  Division  Pipeline  (BDPL)  transmission  system  starting 
in  the  City  of  Fremont; 

Within  24  hours  after  a  major  earthquake  on  the  San  Andreas  or  Hayward 
fault,  allow  for  reliable  transmission  of  a  minimum  of  229  mgd  of  water  between 
SFPUC  facilities  in  the  Sunol  Valley  and  the  BDPL  transmission  system  starting  in 
the  City  of  Fremont; 

Within  30  days  after  a  major  earthquake  on  the  Calaveras  fault,  allow  for  a 
reliable  transmission  of  a  minimum  of  160  mgd  of  water  between  the  Sunol  Valley 
and  the  BDPL  transmission  system; 

Increase  delivery  reliability  by  providing  operational  flexibility  to  allow  for 
planned  shutdowns  of  the  existing  Irvington  Tunnel  for  inspection,  maintenance,  and 
repair  while  providing  for  a  maximum  capacity  of  320  mgd  monthly  average  flow; 

Increase  deliver^'  reliability  by  allowing  for  a  planned  outage  of  the  existing 
Irvington  Tunnel  (e.g.,  shutdown  for  maintenance)  concurrent  with  an  unplanned 
outage  (e.g.,  emergency  outage  due  to  facility  failure)  of  any  of  the  BDPLs  or  San 
Joaquin  Pipelines  while  delivering  a  maximum  flow  of  about  246  mgd  between  the 
Sunol  Valley  and  BDPL  transmission  system  during  the  outages;  and 
WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  a  capital  improvement  project  approved  by  the  SFPUC  as 
partof  WSIP;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  Final  Program  Environmental  Impact  Report  ("PEIR")  was  prepared  for 
WSIP  and  certified  by  the  Planning  Commission  on  October  30,  2008  by  Motion  No.  17734; 
and 
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WHEREAS,  Thereafter,  the  SFPUC  approved  WSIP  and  adopted  findings  and  a 
Mitigation  Monitoring  and  Reporting  Program  ("MMRP")  as  required  by  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA")  on  October  30,  2008  by  Resolution  No.  08-200;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  PEIR  has  been  made  available  for  review  by  the  SFPUC  and  the 
public,  and  is  part  of  the  record  before  this  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  (this  "Board"  or  the  "Board  of  Supervisors");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Final  Environmental  Impact  Report  ("Final  EIR")  prepared  for  the 
Project  is  tiered  from  the  PEIR,  as  authorized  by  and  in  accordance  with  CEQA;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  November  5,  2009,  the  Planning  Commission  reviewed  and 
considered  the  Final  EIR  for  the  Project  in  Planning  Department  File  No.  2005.01 62E, 
consisting  of  the  Draft  EIR  and  the  Comments  and  Responses  document  and  Errata  Sheet(s), 
and  found  that  the  contents  of  said  report  and  the  procedures  through  which  the  Final  EIR 
was  prepared,  publicized,  and  reviewed  complied  with  the  provisions  of  CEQA,  the  CEQA 
Guidelines  and  Chapter  31  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  and  found  further  that 
the  Final  EIR  reflects  the  independent  judgment  and  analysis  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  is  adequate,  accurate,  and  objective,  and  that  the  Comments  and  Responses 
document  and  Errata  Sheet(s)  contains  no  significant  revisions  to  the  Draft  EIR,  and  certified 
the  completion  of  said  Final  EIR  in  compliance  with  CEQA  and  the  CEQA  Guidelines  in  its 
Motion  No.  M-1 7972;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  November  10,  2009,  the  SFPUC,  by  Resolution  No.  09-0190,  adopted 
CEQA  Findings  for  the  Project,  including  a  Statement  of  Overriding  Considerations,  and  a 
Mitigation  Monitoring  and  Reporting  Program  ("MMRP")  as  required  by  CEQA,  and  approved 
the  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  December  15,  2009,  this  Board  adopted  Resolution  No.  505-09,  a 
copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  091 326,  adopting  the  CEQA 
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Findings,  including  the  Statement  of  Overriding  Considerations,  and  the  MMRP  for  the 
Project,  signed  by  the  Mayor  on  December  18,  2009:  cind, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  and  Final  EIR  files  have  been  made  available  for  review  by 
the  SFPUC  and  the  public  in  File  No.  2005.01 62E,  at  1650  Mission  Street,  Fourth  Floor,  San 
Francisco,  California;  and  those  files  are  part  of  the  record  before  this  Board:  and 

WHEREAS.  California  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  §1240.125  authorizes  a  local  public 
entity  to  acquire  property  by  eminent  domain  outside  its  territorial  limits  for  water,  gas  or 
electric  supply  purposes,  or  for  drainage  or  sewer  purposes  if  it  is  authorized  to  acquire 
property  by  eminent  domain  for  the  purposes  for  which  the  property  is  to  be  acquired;  and, 

WHEREAS,  California  Government  Code  §38730  authorizes  a  city  to  acquire  real 
property  by  eminent  domain  for  purposes  of  obtaining  water,  water  rights,  reservoir  sites, 
rights  of  way  for  pipes,  aqueducts,  flumes,  or  other  conduits,  and  all  other  property  and 
appliances  suitable  and  proper  to  supply  water  for  the  use  of  such  city  and  its  inhabitants; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  California  Government  Code  §25350.5  authorizes  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  any  county  to  acquire  by  eminent  domain  any  property  necessary  to  carry  out  any  of  the 
powers  or  functions  of  the  county:  and, 

WHEREAS,  California  Government  Code  §37350.5  authorizes  any  city  to  acquire  by 
eminent  domain  any  property'  necessary  to  carry  out  any  of  the  powers  or  functions  of  such 
city;  and, 

WHEREAS,  California  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  §1240.030  authorizes  the  acquisition  of 
property  by  eminent  domain  for  a  proposed  project  only  if  all  of  the  following  are  established: 

1 .  The  public  interest  and  necessity  require  the  project; 

2,  The  project  is  planned  or  located  in  the  manner  that  will  be  most  compatible  with  the 
greatest  public  good  and  the  least  private  injury;  and 
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3.  The  property  sought  to  be  acquired  is  necessary  for  the  project. 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  ("CCSF")  requires  for  the 
construction  and  improvement  of  the  Project  acquisition  of  the  following  interests  in  real 
property  in  Alameda  County:  (1)  a  temporary  construction  easement  in  a  portion  of 
Assessor's  Parcel  #513-0065-011-02  in  Fremont,  owned  by  Malik  A.  Alarab,  Trustee,  and 
Barbara  E.  Alarab,  Trustee,  (2)  a  temporary  construction  easement  in  a  portion  of  Assessor's 
Parcel  #  096-0001-020-03  in  Sunol,  owned  by  Kenneth  and  Janice  Mackin,  and  (3)  a 
temporary  construction  easement  and  a  permanent  subsurface  soil  nail  easement  in  portions 
of  Assessor's  Parcel  #  096-0080-004  in  Sunol,  owned  by  Carolyn  Marie  Garcia  and  Stanley  A. 
Garcia,  Trustees  (such  easements  referred  to  herein  collectively  as  the  "Easements"  and 
such  Assessor's  Parcels  referred  to  herein  collectively  as  the  "Subject  Properties"),  which 
Easements  are  more  particularly  described  in  Schedule  1 ,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the 

Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  [  100222   ]  and  incorporated  herein  by  this 

reference;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  November  10,  2009,  the  SFPUC,  by  Resolution  No.  09-0190, 
authorized  the  SFPUC  General  Manager  to  commence  the  process,  in  compliance  with 
Government  Code  §§7260  et  seq.,  the  San  Francisco  Charter,  and  all  applicable  laws,  for 
possible  acquisition  of  the  Easements;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  staff  obtained  appraisals  in  compliance  with  California 
Government  Code  §§7267  et  seq.  and  all  related  statutory  procedures  for  possible  acquisition 
of  the  Easements,  and  on  November  1 1 ,  2009  and  November  20,  2009,  submitted  offers  to 
each  of  the  owners  of  the  Subject  Properties,  and  on  April  7,  2010,  submitted  an  amended 
offer  to  the  owner  of  Assessor's  Parcel  #096-0080-004,  to  purchase  the  Easements  as 
required  by  California  Government  Code  §7267.2,  and  continues  to  negotiate  the  possible 
acquisition  of  those  interests  with  those  owners;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  The  SFPUC  will  provide  the  owners  of  the  Subject  Properties  thirty  (30) 
days  advance  written  notice  identifying  the  date  upon  which  activities  in  the  Easement  area 
will  commence  ("Commencement  Date"),  with  the  expectation  that  the  temporary  Easements 
Vv'ill  expire  on  the  last  day  of  the  fifty  first  (51^')  full  calendar  month  after  the  Commencement 
Date,  unless  extended  by  agreement  of  the  parties,  based  upon  SFPUC  payment  of  the  then 
fair  market  value  of  the  Easement  as  extended,  but  in  no  case  less  than  the  rate  paid  for  the 
initial  term,  prorated  on  a  monthly  basis;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  Planning  Case  2009.0558R,  the  Department  of  City  Planning  found  the 
acquisition  of  the  Easements  to  be  in  conformity  with  the  General  Plan  and  consistent  with  the 
Eight  Priority  Policies  of  City  Planning  Code  Section  101.1  to  the  extent  applicable;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  April  13,  2010,  the  SFPUC  adopted  Resolution  No.  10-0057  in  which 
the  SFPUC  found  that  (a)  the  public  interest  and  necessity  require  the  proposed  Project  in 
order  to  meet  the  adopted  WSIP  levels  of  sen/ice  of  seismic  and  delivery  reliability,  (b)  the 
proposed  Project,  which  includes  the  construction  of  a  3.5-mile  tunnel,  with  finished  diameter 
between  8.5  and  10.5  feet,  located  30  feet  to  700  feet  underground  largely  within  real  property 
interests  already  owned  by  CCSF.  will  be  constructed  using  conventional  mining  excavation, 
heavy  groundwater  inflow  control,  reinforced  concrete  tunnel  lining,  buried  portal  structures, 
large  pipe  lining  reinforcement  inside  the  tunnel,  pipe  connections  at  both  ends  of  the  tunnel, 
a  120-foot  deep  temporan/  shaft  for  construction  access  at  Vargas  Road/Highway  1-680, 
temporary  and  permanent  bridge  crossings  of  Alameda  Creek,  other  site  improvements,  and 
environmental  mitigation  work,  is  planned  and  located  in  the  manner  that  will  be  most 
compatible  with  the  greatest  public  good  and  the  least  private  injury,  based  on  significant 
evidence  of  economic,  legal,  environmental,  social,  technological  and  other  considerations 
indicating  that  the  proposed  project  is  superior  to  other  alternatives  to  the  Project  or  the 
Project  location,  and  (c)  the  Easements  are  necessary  for  the  Project,  because  the  alignment 
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for  the  new  tunnel  must  be  in  proximity  to  the  existing  In^ington  Tunnel  in  order  to  facilitate 
connection  with  the  existing  infrastructure  for  the  regional  water  distribution  system  at  both 
ends  of  the  tunnel,  and  for  the  reasons  reflected  in  the  Final  EIR  for  the  Project,  as  well  as  in 
the  CEQA  Findings,  and  although  the  new  tunnel  and  both  of  the  portals  would  be  located 
within  property  already  owned  by  the  City  (either  as  permanent  easements  or  fee  interests)  in 
Fremont  and  the  Sunol  Valley,  one  temporary  shaft,  some  essential  temporary  construction 
areas,  and  a  permanent  subsurface  easement  for  construction  related  reinforcement,  must  be 
located  on  adjacent  properties  in  order  to  perform  the  construction;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  acquisition  and  use  of  the  Easements  for  construction  of  the  Project  is 
compatible  with  the  existing  public  uses  of  the  Subject  Properties  for  drainage,  gas  line  and 
water  pipeline  purposes  and  electric  tower  purposes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  April  13,  2010,  by  Resolution  No.  10-0057,  the  SFPUC  authorized  the 
SFPUC  General  Manager  (a)  to  request  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hold  a  hearing  to 
consider  adoption  of  a  Resolution  of  Necessity  to  acquire  the  Easements,  (b)  if  the  Board 
adopts  said  Resolution  of  Necessity,  to  take  such  actions  that  are  consistent  with  the  Charter 
and  all  applicable  law,  to  proceed  to  acquire  the  Easements;  and  (c)  in  any  event,  to  continue 
to  discuss  the  acquisition  with  the  owners  of  the  Subject  Properties;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Notice  of  this  Board's  intention  to  adopt  this  Resolution  of  Necessity  was 
duly  given  as  required  by  law  and  owners  of  the  Subject  Properties  were  provided  a 
reasonable  opportunity  to  appear  and  be  heard  on  the  matters  referred  to  in  California  Code 
of  Civil  Procedure  §1240.030  and  copies  of  the  notices  delivered  to  such  owners  (each,  a 

"Notice")  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  [  100222  ]  and 

incorporated  herein  by  this  reference;  and 
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WHEREAS,  On  [  May  4  ].  2010,  by  Motion  No.  [Mio-y/j,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
moved  to  hold  a  public  hearing  on  adopting  this  Resolution  of  Necessity  on  this  date  and  at 
this  time;  and

Prize  and  the  US  Congressional  Gold  Medal  in  recognition  of  her  courageous  and  unwavering 
commitment  to  peace,  nonviolence,  human  rights,  and  democracy;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  regime  refuses  to  abide  by  the  results  of  the  1990  elections  and  has 
held  Aung  San  Suu  Kyi  under  house  arrest  15  of  the  last  20  years.  In  response,  the  US

WHEREAS,  The  reclassification  of  the  LBAM  as  a  non-actionable  pest  is  supported  by 
the  evidence  and  advocacy  organizations,  and  will  result  in  measurable  health  improvement 
to  Californians  and  economic  benefit  to  farmers;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  USDA  issued  a  Draft  Response  that  denies  petitions  for 
reclassification,  even  though  there  is  no  evidence  LBAM  has  done  damage  in  the  U.S.  or 
poses  a  threat  to  crops  or  wild/native  plants;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  2009,  the  National  Academy  of  Sciences  concluded  that  the  USDA  had 
not  "communicated  its  justification  in  a  scientifically  rigorous  way  or  with  sufficient  clarity"  and 
would  "benefit  greatly  from  referencing  more  robust  science  to  support  its  position,  as  its  draft 
response  did  not  adequately  explain  the  moth's  most  likely  future  geographic  distribution  in 
the  United  States  or  the  level  of  economic  harm  it  could  cause";  and, 

WHEREAS,  USDA's  response  to  the  petitions  says  LBAM  is  "newly  introduced"  even 
though  NAS  concludes  that  LBAM  surveys/trapping  for  LBAM  prior  to  2005  are  inadequate  to 
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determine  whether  LBAM  was  present  in  the  U.S.,  and  independent  scientists  tell  us  LBAM 
has  been  here  for  up  to  30  years;  and, 

WHEREAS,  USDA  continues  to  overestimate  potential  economic  damage  from  LBAM 

by-ineluding-high-cost  crops  such  as-almonds-  forwhich  Notional-Academy  Sciences  says  

there  is  no  evidence  that  LBAM  will  be  a  pest;  and,

WHEREAS,  In  the  1980s,  Ms.  Ryan  worked  alongside  doctors  and  nurses  in  the  war- 
torn  refugee  camps  of  Somalia  and  the  Sudan,  treating  epidemics  of  measles,  meningococcal

WHEREAS,  Ms.  Ryan  invited  local  women  to  be  a  part  of  relief  efforts;  by  training 
female  health  workers  to  bring  fellow  refuges  in  for  vaccinations,  prophylactic  treatments  and 
education,  Ms.  Ryan  blended  culturally  appropriate  outreach  efforts  with  western  medicine  in 
a  sensitive  and  effective  manner;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  a  result,  the  health  workers  earned  respect  and  validation  that  their 
culture  had  previously  denied  them,  having  considered  women  "second  class  citizens,";  and, 

WHEREAS,  After  returning  to  the  Bay  Area,  Ms.  Ryan  became  a  volunteer  with  the 
Hamilton  Family  Center,  a  San  Francisco  shelter;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Ms.  Ryan  worked  as  a  volunteer  nurse  practitioner  providing  prenatal  care 
for  poor  and  homeless  pregnant  women  who  did  not  receive  necessary  care  during  their 
pregnancies,  placing  their  health  and  the  health  of  their  babies  at  risk;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Out  of  this  experience,  the  Homeless  Prenatal  Program  (HPP)  was  born; 

and. 
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WHEREAS,  Ms.  Ryan  started  HPP  in  1989  with  a  part-time  staff  of  three  to  ensure 
women  had  prenatal  care  to  deliver  healthy,  normal  weight  and  drug  free  babies;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Seventy-two  women  received  prenatal  care  in  the  first  year;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Ms.  Ryan  quickly  realized  that  prenatal  care  alone  could  not  ensure  a 
lifetime  of  health  for  mothers  and  babies;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  women  who  came  to  HPP  experienced  obstacles  to  personal  and 
family  stability  that  locked  them  in  an  intergenerational  cycle  of  poverty  and  homelessness; 
barriers  including  domestic  violence,  substance  abuse,  mental  illness,  child  abuse,  child 
custody  issues,  incarceration,  and  inadequate  education,  language,  technology  and  job  skills; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Despite  these  obstacles  and  motivated  by  their  pregnancies,  HPP  clients 
wanted  to  deliver  a  healthy  baby  and  raise  a  healthy  child;  and,

Resolution  proclaiming  May  19,  2010,  as  World  Hepatitis  Awareness  Day  in  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  over  520  million  people  worldwide  are  chronically  infected  with  viral 
hepatitis,  and  in  the  U.S.  over  5  million  people  are  infected  with  hepatitis  C  and  1.5  million 
with  hepatitis  B,  and  in  California  450,000  are  chronically  infected  with  hepatitis  G  and 
280,000  with  hepatitis  B,  and  in  San  Francisco  there  are  approximately  25,000  people  with 
hepatitis  B;  and  12,000  people  infected  with  hepatitis  C;  and 

WHEREAS,  hepatitis  can  lead  to  liver  disease,  cirrhosis,  liver  cancer,  liver  failure  and 
death,  and  because  liver  cancer  from  hepatitis  B  &  C  kills  more  people  in  the  San  Francisco 
Bay  Area  than  anywhere  in  the  country,  according  to  the  Center  on  Disease  Control  and 
Prevention;  and 

WHEREAS,  hepatitis  C  infects  1  in  every  50  people  across  the  socioeconomic 
spectrum  but  disproportionately  affects  African-Americans,  Latinos,  Veterans,  parolees 
returning  to  the  community,  injection  drug  users,  and  low-income  residents,  and  is  the  leading 
cause  of  death  in  people  with  HIV,  with  30%  of  people  living  with  HIV  co-infected  with 
hepatitis  C;  and  hepatitis  B  infection  is  present  in  1  in  10  of  San  Francisco's  Asian  and  Pacific 
Islander  residents;  and 

WHEREAS,  many  persons  at  risk  or  infected  by  these  conditions  are  neither  tested  nor 
treated  due  to  lack  of  public  awareness  about  hepatitis  and  lack  of  access  to  care,  and  thus 
cannot  promote  their  liver's  health  or  prevent  the  unknowing  spread  of  viral  hepatitis;  and 
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WHEREAS,  hepatitis  awareness  education  campaigns,  accessible  screening  for 
hepatitis  C  and  hepatitis  B,  along  with  appropriate  care,  can  reduce  the  damage  from 
hepatitis  C  and  B  viral  infection  to  individuals  and  to  our  community,  financially  as  v^ell  as 
physically  and  emotionally;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  recognition  of  the  ongoing  work  of  the  Mayor's  Hepatitis  C  Task  Force 
and  the  San  Francisco  Hep  B  Free  Campaign  to  address  these  public  health  concerns  with

WHEREAS,  Penal  Code  Section  11105(b)(11)  authorizes  cities,  counties,  districts  and 
joint  powers  authorities  to  access  federal  level  criminal  history  information  by  transmitting 
fingerprint  images  and  related  information  to  the  California  Department  of  Justice  to  be 
transmitted  to  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation;  and 

WHEREAS,  Penal  Code  Sections  1 1 1 05(b)(1 1 )  and  1 3300(b)(1 1 )  require  that  there  be 
a  requirement  or  exclusion  from  employment,  licensing,  or  certification  based  on  specific 
criminal  conduct  on  the  part  of  the  subject  of  the  record;  and 

WHEREAS,  Assembly  Bill  2917,  signed  by  the  Governor  on  September  25,  2008, 
requires  that  on  and  after  July  1 ,  201 0,  every  Emergency  Medical  Technician  candidate  or 
holder  must  have  a  state  and  federal  level  criminal  history  check,  unless  exempted,  and  the 
certifying  agency  must  receive  subsequent  arrest  notification;  and 

WHEREAS,  22  C.C.R.  Sections  100208  and  100216  specify  the  denial/revocation 
exclusions  and  standards  to  apply  in  assessing  criminal  history  in  connection  with  Emergency 
Medical  Technicians  certificates;  and

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Chapter  5  of  Division  7  of  Title  1  of  the  Government  Code  of 
the  State  of  California  (the  "Act"),  certain  public  agencies  (the  "Members")  have  entered  into 
the  Joint  Exercise  of  Powers  Agreement  Relating  to  the  California  Municipal  Finance 
Authority,  dated  as  of  January  1 ,  2004  (the  "Agreement"),  in  order  to  form  the  California 
Municipal  Finance  Authority  (the  "Authority")  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  economic,  cultural 
and  community  development,  and  in  order  to  exercise  any  powers  common  to  the  Members,

The  adoption  of  this  Resolution  shall  not  obligate  the  City  or  any 
department  thereof  to  (i)  provide  any  financing  to  acquire  or  construct  the  Project  or  to 
refinance  the  Project;  (ii)  approve  any  application  or  request  for  or  take  any  other  action  in 
connection  with  any  planning  approval,  permit  or  other  action  necessary  for  the  acquisition, 
rehabilitation  or  operation  of  the  Project;  (iii)  make  any  contribution  or  advance  any  funds 
whatsoever  to  the  Authority;  or  (iv)  take  any  further  action  with  respect  to  the  Authority  or  its 
membership  therein. 

Section  4.     The  executing  officer,  the  Clerk  and  all  other  proper  officers  and  officials 
of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  execute  such  other  agreements,  documents 
and  certificates,  and  to  perform  such  other  acts  and  deeds,  as  may  be  necessary  or 
convenient  to  effect  the  purposes  of  this  Resolution  and  the  transactions  herein  authorized.

WHEREAS,  Harvey  Milk  made  history  as  the  first  openly  gay  elected  official  in 
California,  and  one  of  the  first  in  the  nation,  when  he  won  election  to  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  November  1977;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Harvey  Milk's  vision  of  the  Castro  neighborhood  of  the  1970s  led  him  to 
found  the  Castro  Valley  Association  which  enabled  the  growing  Gay  community  to 
become  politically  organized  and  thereby  gain  support  from  unions  and  civic  leaders;

Resolution  endorsing  the  Term  Sheet  for  the  Amended  and  Restated  Base  Closure 
Homeless  Assistance  Agreement  with  the  Treasure  island  Homeless  Development 
Initiative. 

WHEREAS,  Former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  is  a  military  base  located  on 
Treasure  Island  and  Verba  Buena  Island  (together,  the  "Base"  or  the  "Property"),  which  is 
currently  owned  by  the  United  States  of  America  ("the  Federal  Government"  or  the  "Navy"); 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Treasure  Island  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  ("BRAC")  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510, 
and  its  subsequent  amendments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Department  of  Defense  designated  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  ("City")  as  the  Local  Reuse  Authority  ("LRA")  responsible  for  the  conversion 
of  the  Base  under  the  federal  disposition  process;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supen/isors  adopted  Resolution  No.  573-94  on  July  2,  1994, 
electing  to  be  governed  by  a  process  prescribed  by  the  Federal  Government  in  the  Base 
Closure  Community  Redevelopment  and  Homeless  Assistance  Act  of  1994  (the  "Homeless 
Assistance  Act"),  which  requires  the  LRA  to  propose  a  plan  for  using  Base  resources  to  assist 
homeless  persons  as  part  of  its  preparation  of  a  strategic  land  use  plan  for  redevelopment  of 
the  Base;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Homeless  Assistance  Act  requires  the  LRA  to  prepare  (i)  a  proposed 
legally  binding  agreement  that  provides  for  the  use  of  buildings,  property  and  other  resources 
on  and  off  the  Base  to  assist  homeless  persons  in  the  community,  which  will  become  effective 
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after  completion  of  environmental  review  under  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act 
("CEQA")  and  the  National  Environmental  Policy  Act  ("NEPA");  (ii)  information  regarding  how 
the  draft  Reuse  Plan  for  the  Base  addresses  homelessness  in  the  community;  and  (iii)  a 
summary  of  public  comments  regarding  the  above-mentioned  documents  (collectively,  the 
"Homeless  Assistance  Submission");  and, 

V^/HEREAS,  The  Treasure  Island  Homeless  Development  Initiative  ("TIHDI")  is  a 
collaborative,  currently  consisting  of  9  non-profit  organizations  ("TIHDI  Member 
Organizations"),  that  was  formed  in  June  1994  for  the  purpose  of  utilizing  the  structural  and 
economic  development  resources  of  the  Base  to  fill  gaps  in  the  continuum  of  care  for 
homeless  individuals  and  families  in  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  TIHDI  submitted  a  Notice  of  Interest  to  the  LRA  on  November  1.  1995 
requesting  the  use  of  certain  buildings  on  the  Base  and  proposing  various  programs  on  the 
Base  to  sen/e  homeless  and  economically  disadvantaged  persons;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1996,  the  City  and  TIHDI  negotiated  a  Base  Closure  Homeless 
Assistance  Agreement  and  Option  to  Lease  Real  Property  (the  "Homeless  Assistance 
Agreement")  as  part  of  the  Homeless  Assistance  Submission,  which  describes  the  terms 
under  which  TIHDI  and  TIHDI  Member  Organizations  (i)  could  utilize  up  to  375  units  of 
existing  former  military'  housing  on  an  interim  basis,  (ii)  would  be  granted  certain  rights  to  new 
housing  opportunities  as  part  of  redevelopment  of  the  Base,  (iii)  would  receive  certain  rights  to 
economic  development  opportunities,  (iv)  would  participate  in  a  permanent  employment 
program  related  to  activities  on  the  Base,  and  (v)  could  receive  certain  financial  support  and 
facilities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  No.  672-96  on  July  25, 
1 996,  endorsing  a  draft  Reuse  Plan  for  the  Base  and  authorizing  the  submission  of  the  draft 
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Reuse  Plan  and  the  Homeless  Assistance  Submission  to  the  Department  of  Defense  and  the 
United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  ("HUD")  as  required  under  the 
Homeless  Assistance  Act;  and, 

WHEREAS,  HUD  approved  the  draft  Reuse  Plan  and  the  Homeless  Assistance 
Submission  on  November  26,  1996;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  June  13,  1997,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  No.  566- 
97  endorsing  an  amendment  to  the  Homeless  Assistance  Agreement  to  allow  for  the  transfer 
of  certain  Navy  personal  property  to  TIHDI,  and  the  Homeless  Assistance  Agreement,  as 
amended,  is  referred  to  in  this  resolution  as  the  "1996  TIHDI  Agreement";  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1997,  the  Base  closed  and  the  Authority  was  created  to  replace  the  City 
as  the  LRA  and  to  serve  as  a  single  entity  responsible  for  the  redevelopment  of  the  Property; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997,  which  amended 
Section  33492.5  of  the  California  Health  and  Safety  Code  and  added  Section  2.1  to  Chapter 
1 333  of  the  Statutes  of  1 968  (the  "Conversion  Act"),  the  California  Legislature  (i)  designated 
the  Authority  as  a  redevelopment  agency  under  California  Community  Redevelopment  Law 
with  authority  over  the  Property,  and  (ii)  with  respect  to  those  portions  of  the  Property  that  are 
subject  to  the  public  trust  for  commerce,  navigation  and  fisheries  (the  "Tidelands  Trust"), 
vested  the  authority  to  administer  the  Tidelands  Trust  as  to  such  property  in  the  Authority  in 
accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  Conversion  Act;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  the  designation  of  the  Authority  as  a 
redevelopment  agency  with  powers  over  the  Property  under  the  Conversion  Act  in  Resolution 
No.  43-98,  dated  February  6,  1998;  and, 
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WHEREAvS,  Under  the  Conversion  Act  and  the  Authority's  Articles  of  Incorporation  and 
Bylaws,  the  Authority,  acting  by  and  through  its  Board  of  Directors  (the  "Authority  Board"),  has 
the  povv'er,  subject  to  applicable  laws,  to  sell,  lease,  exchange,  transfer,  convey  or  otherwise 
grant  interests  in  or  rights  to  use  or  occupy  all  or  any  portion  of  the  Property;  and, 

WHEREAS,  After  a  competitive  bid  process,  the  Authority  Board  selected  Treasure 
Island  Community  Development,  LLC  ("TICD")  as  the  proposed  master  developer  of  the 
Properly  and  entered  into  exclusive  negotiations  with  TiCD  relating  to  a  Disposition  and 
Development  Agreement  ("TICD  DDA")  and  other  transaction  documents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Since  endorsement  of  the  Reuse  Plan  and  selection  of  TICD  as  the 
proposed  master  developer,  the  Authority  has  undertaken  an  extensive  f)ublic  process  to 
further  refine  the  land  use  plan  for  the  Property,  which  has  included  over  220  public  meetings 
before  the  Authority  Board,  the  Treasure  Island/Yerba  Buena  Island  Citizens  Advisory  Board 
("TICAB"),  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Planning  Commission,  and  in  other  public  forums; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  In  2006,  a  Development  Plan  and  Term  Sheet  for  the  Redevelopment  of 
Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  (as  amended  from  time  to  time,  the  "Updated  Development 
Plan")  between  the  Authority  and  TICD  was  endorsed  by  the  TICAB,  the  Authority  Board  and 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  which,  among  other  things,  (i;  describes  the  updated  land  use  plan 
for  the  Property,  (ii)  describes  the  basic  terms  of  the  proposed  TICD  DDA,  and  (iii)  addresses 
how  the  terms  of  the  1996  TIHDI  Agreement  are  intended  to  be  incorporated  into  the 
proposed  redevelopment  of  the  Property  (the  "Project");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  is  negotiating  an  Economic  Development  Conveyance 
Memorandum  of  Agreement  with  the  Navy,  subject  to  completion  of  necessary  environmental 
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review  under  CEQA  and  NEPA,  for  the  transfer  of  the  Property  to  the  Authority  as  the 
designated  LRA;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Because  environmental  review  is  pending,  the  1996  TIHDI  Agreement  has 
not  been  executed;  however,  the  Authority  and  TIHDI  have  implemented  significant  policies  of 
the  1996  TIHDI  Agreement  through  (i)  interim  subleases  between  the  Authority  and  TIHDI  or 
TIHDI  Member  Organizations  for  TIHDI  administrative  space,  the  childcare  center  and  250 
existing  housing  units  on  Treasure  Island,  (ii)  contracts  between  the  Authority  and  TIHDI 
Member  Organizations  for  landscaping,  janitorial  and  other  services,  (iii)  the  creation  of  the 
TIHDI  Job  Broker  Program,  and  (iv)  the  formation  of  a  joint  venture  among  TIHDI,  Toolworks 
(a  TIHDI  Member  Organization)  and  Wine  Valley  Catehng  to  manage  the  Authority's  special 
events  venues  at  the  Property;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  and  TIHDI  have  worked  collaboratively  to  prepare  a  Term 
Sheet  for  the  Amended  and  Restated  Base  Closure  Homeless  Assistance  Agreement  (the 
"TIHDI  Term  Sheet"),  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supenyisors  in 
File  No.    100428       which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth 
fully  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  TIHDI  Term  Sheet  will  become  the  basis  for  the  parties'  negotiation  of 
an  amendment  and  restatement  of  the  1 996  TIHDI  Agreement  (the  "Amended  and  Restated 
TIHDI  Agreement")  that  will  outline  TIHDI's  participation  in  the  redevelopment  project  via 
housing,  economic  development  and  support  components  and,  among  other  things,  reflect  the 
updated  land  use  plan,  development  program  and  financing  plan  described  in  the  Updated 
Development  Plan  and  other  terms  to  be  negotiated  between  the  Authority  and  TIHDI;  and,

WHEREAS,  The  Project,  as  ultimately  proposed  by  the  Authority,  the  City,  TIHDI  and 
TICD,  will  be  subject  to  a  process  of  thorough  public  review  and  input  and  all  necessary  and 
appropriate  approvals;  that  process  must  include  environmental  review  under  CEQA  and.  if 
applicable,  NEPA,  before  the  Authority  or  the  City  may  consider  approving  the  Project;  the 
Project  will  require  discretionary  approvals  by  a  number  of  government  bodies  after  public 
hearings  and  environmental  review,  including  by  the  Authority  Board  and  the  City's  Board  of 
Supervisors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Nothing  in  this  resolution  commits,  or  shall  be  deemed  to  commit,  the 
Authority,  the  City,  or  any  other  public  agency  to  approve  or  implement  any  project,  and  they 
may  not  do  so,  until  environmental  review  of  the  project  as  required  under  CEQA  and,  if 
applicable,  NEPA,  has  been  completed;  accordingly,  the  references  to  "the  Project"  (or  the 
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like)  in  this  resolution  mean  a  proposed  project  subject  to  future  environmental  review  and 
consideration  by  the  Authority,  the  City,  and  other  public  agencies;  further,  the  Authority,  the 
City,  and  any  other  public  agency  with  jurisdiction  over  any  part  of  the  Project  each  shall  have 
the  absolute  discretion  before  approving  the  Project  to:  (i)  make  such  modifications  to  the 
Project  as  may  be  necessary  to  mitigate  significant  environmental  impacts;  (ii)  select  other 
feasible  alternatives  to  avoid  or  substantially  reduce  significant  environmental  impacts;  (iii) 
require  the  implementation  of  specific  measures  to  mitigate  any  specific  impacts  of  the 
Project;  (iv)  balance  the  benefits  of  the  Project  against  any  significant  environmental  impacts 
before  taking  final  action  if  such  significant  impacts  cannot  otherwise  be  avoided;  or  (v) 
determine  whether  or  not  to  proceed  with  the  Project;  now,  therefore,  be  it

WHEREAS,  Former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  is  a  military  base  located  on 
Treasure  Island  and  Verba  Buena  Island  (together,  the  "Base"  or  the  "Property"),  whicin  is 
currently  owned  by  the  United  States  of  America  ("the  Federal  Government"  or  the  "Navy"): 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Treasure  Island  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  ("BRAC")  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510, 
and  its  subsequent  amendments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Department  of  Defense  designated  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco  ("City")  as  the  Local  Reuse  Authority  ("LRA")  responsible  for  the  conversion 
of  the  Base  under  the  federal  disposition  process;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  July  1996,  after  an  extensive  community  planning  effort,  a  draft  reuse 
plan  for  the  Base  (the  "Reuse  Plan")  was  unanimously  endorsed  by  the  Mayor,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  the  Planning  Commission  and  the  Treasure  Island  Citizens  Reuse  Committee;

"EDC  Application"),  for  an  economic  development  conveyance  ("EDC")  of  ttie  Property;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  2003,  after  a  competitive  bid  process,  the  Authority  Board  selected 
Treasure  Island  Community  Development,  LLC  ("TICD")  as  the  proposed  master  developer  of 
the  Property  and  entered  into  exclusive  negotiations  with  TICD  relating  to  a  Disposition  and 
Development  Agreement  ("TICD  DDA")  and  other  transaction  documents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Since  endorsement  of  the  Reuse  Plan  and  selection  of  TICD  as  the 
proposed  master  developer,  the  Authority  has  undertaken  an  extensive  public  process  to 
further  refine  the  land  use  plan  for  the  Property,  which  has  included  over  220  public  meetings 
before  the  Authority  Board,  the  Treasure  Island/Yerba  Buena  Island  Citizens  Advisory  Board 
("TICAB"),  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Planning  Commission,  and  in  other  public  forums; 
and. 
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WHEREAS,  In  2006,  a  Development  Plan  and  Term  Sheet  for  the  Redevelopment  of 
Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  (as  updated  from  time  to  time,  the  "Development  Plan") 
between  the  Authority  and  TICD  was  endorsed  by  the  TICAB,  the  Authority  Board  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  which,  among  other  things,  describes  the  updated  land  use  plan  for  the 
proposed  redevelopment  of  the  Property  (the  "Project")  and  the  basic  terms  of  the  proposed 
TICD  DDA;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  2007,  the  Authority  submitted  an  amended  and  restated  EDC 
Application  (the  "Amended  EDC  Application")  to  the  Navy  based  on  the  Development  Plan; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Amended  EDC  Application  proposed  a  financial  structure  for 
conveyance  of  the  Property  that  included  a  profit  participation  mechanism  that  would  include 
compensation  to  the  Navy  based  on  the  actual  performance  of  the  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  October  2009,  the  President  signed  the  2009  National  Defense 
Authorization  Act,  which  included  a  provision  specifically  authorizing  the  Department  of 
Defense  to  accept  consideration  for  the  transfer  of  BRAC  properties  under  an  EDC  in  the  form 
of  a  profit  participation  component,  which  change  enabled  the  Authority  and  the  Navy  in 
December  2009  to  negotiate  the  basic  financial  terms  for  the  conveyance  of  the  Property  to 
the  Authority;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Project  Staff  will  update  the  Amended  EDC  Application  to  be  consistent 
with  the  current  proposed  development  program  and  any  updates  to  the  Development  Plan 
endorsed  by  the  Authority  Board  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  and  the  Navy  have  been  diligently  and  in  good  faith 
negotiating  the  terms  of  a  proposed  Economic  Development  Conveyance  Memorandum  of 
Agreement  ("EDC  MOA"),  the  approval  and  execution  of  which  are  subject  to  completion  of 
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necessary  environmental  review  under  the  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA") 
and  the  National  Environmental  Policy  Act  ("NEPA");  and, 

WHEREAS,  Authority  staff  has  prepared  the  Terms  of  Economic  Development 
Conveyance  Memorandum  of  Agreement  (the  "EDC  MOA  Terms"),  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.    1U0A29        which  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  EDC  MOA  Terms  describes  certain  key  terms  of  the  proposed  EDC 
MOA,  including  the  conveyance  process,  the  consideration  payable  to  the  Navy,  and  certain 
controls  required  by  the  Navy  relating  to  the  economic  performance  of  the  Project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  EDC  MOA  Terms  was  presented  to  the  Authority  Board  at  a  duly 
noticed  public  meeting  April  7,  2010,  and  on    April  7        2010,  the  Authority  Board  voted 
J__io  o_  endorse  the  EDC  MOA  Terms;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  EDC  MOA  Terms  is  not  a  binding  agreement  that  commits  the 
Authority  or  the  City  to  proceed  with  the  approval  or  implementation  of  the  Project  or  the 
conveyance  of  the  Property  from  the  Navy,  but  it  outlines  the  terms  on  which  the  Authority  and 
the  Navy  Vv'ill  negotiate  in  good  faith  to  reach  agreement  on  the  final  EDC  MOA  and  other 
transaction  documents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  conveyance  of  the  Property  and  the  Project,  as  ultimately  proposed 
by  the  Authority  and  TICD,  will  be  subject  to  a  process  of  thorough  public  review  and  input 
and  all  necessary  and  appropriate  approvals;  that  process  must  include  environmental  review 
under  CEQA  and,  if  applicable,  NEPA,  before  the  Authority  or  the  City  may  consider 
approving  the  EDC  MOA  or  the  Project;  the  Project  v^ill  require  discretionary  approvals  by  a 
number  of  government  bodies  after  public  hearings  and  environmental  review,  including  by 
the  Authority  Board  and  the  City's  Board  of  Supervisors;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Nothing  in  this  resolution  commits,  or  shall  be  deemed  to  commit,  the 
Authority,  the  City,  or  any  other  public  agency  to  approve  or  implement  any  project,  and  they 
may  not  do  so,  until  environmental  reviev^  of  the  project  as  required  under  CEQA  and,  if 
applicable,  NEPA,  has  been  completed;  accordingly,  the  references  to  "the  Project"  (or  the 
like)  in  this  resolution  mean  a  proposed  project  subject  to  future  environmental  review  and 
consideration  by  the  Authority,  the  City,  and  other  public  agencies;  further,  the  Authority,  the 
City,  and  any  other  public  agency  with  jurisdiction  over  any  part  of  the  Project  each  shall  have 
the  absolute  discretion  before  approving  the  Project  to:  (i)  make  such  modifications  to  the 
Project  as  may  be  necessary  to  mitigate  significant  environmental  impacts;  (ii)  select  other 
feasible  alternatives  to  avoid  or  substantially  reduce  significant  environmental  impacts;  (iii) 
require  the  implementation  of  specific  measures  to  mitigate  any  specific  impacts  of  the 
Project;  (iv)  balance  the  benefits  of  the  Project  against  any  significant  environmental  impacts 
before  taking  final  action  if  such  significant  impacts  cannot  otherwise  be  avoided;  or  (v) 
determine  whether  or  not  to  proceed  with  the  Project;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  endorses  the  EDC  MOA  Terms 
and  urges  City  and  Authority  staff,  including  the  Planning  Department  and  the  Office  of 
Economic  and  Workforce  Development,  to  continue  environmental  review  and  planning  for  the 
Project  and  the  negotiation  of  the  EDC  MOA  and  other  transaction  documents  consistent  with

[Endorsement  of  Update  to  Development  Plan  and  Term  Sheet  for  the  Redevelopment  of 
Treasure  Island] 

Resolution  endorsing  the  Update  to  Development  Pian  and  Term  Sheet  for  the 
Redevelopment  of  Former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  with  Treasure  Island 
Community  Development,  LLC. 

WHEREAS,  Former  Naval  Station  Treasure  Island  is  a  military  base  located  on 
Treasure  Island  and  Yerba  Buena  Island  (together,  the  "Base"  or  the  "Property"),  which  is 
currently  owned  by  the  United  States  of  America  (the  "Navy");  and, 

WHEREAS,  Treasure  Island  was  selected  for  closure  and  disposition  by  the  Base 
Realignment  and  Closure  Commission  in  1993,  acting  under  Public  Law  101-510,  and  its 
subsequent  amendments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  1994,  a  Citizen's  Reuse  Committee  ("CRC"),  representing  a  broad 
spectrum  of  community  interests,  was  formed  to:  (i)  review  reuse  planning  efforts  regarding 
the  Base  by  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Department  and  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment 
Agency;  and  (ii)  make  recommendations  to  the  City's  Planning  Commission  and  Board  of 
Supervisors;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  July  1996,  after  an  extensive  community  planning  effort,  a  draft  reuse 
plan  for  the  Base  (the  "Reuse  Plan")  was  unanimously  endorsed  by  the  Mayor,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  the  Planning  Commission  and  the  CRC;  and, 

WHEREAS,  One  of  the  key  recommendations  of  the  reuse  planning  process  was  the 
creation  of  a  special,  single-purpose  authority  to  oversee  the  redevelopment  of  the  Base,  and 
thus,  under  the  Treasure  Island  Conversion  Act  of  1997  (the  "Act"),  the  California  Legislature 
(i)  designated  the  Treasure  Island  Development  Authority  (the  "Authority")  as  a 
redevelopment  agency  under  California  redevelopment  law  with  authority  over  the  Base,  and 
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(ii)  with  respect  to  ttnose  portions  of  the  Base  which  are  subject  to  the  public  trust  for 
commerce,  navigation  and  fisheries  (the  "Tidelands  Trust"),  vested  in  the  Authority  the 
authority  to  administer  the  Tidelands  Trust  as  to  such  property;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Another  key  recommendation  from  the  reuse  planning  process  was  that, 
because  the  redevelopment  of  the  Base  will  require  extensive  coordination  and  large 
investments  for  nev;  infrastructure  and  to  address  extraordinary  transportation  access  and 
seismic  constraints,  the  Authority  should  pursue  the  redevelopment  effort  through  a 
public/private  partnership  with  a  "Primary  Developer"  oi  trie  Base;  and. 

WHEREAS,  On  June  14,  2000,  the  Authority  Board  of  Directors  authorized  issuance  of 
a  Request  for  Qualifications  for  a  Primary  Developer  of  the  Base  and  on  April  10,  2002,  after 
an  extensive  public  process  that  included  numerous  meetings  with  the  Authority  Board, 
members  of  the  Treasure  Island/Yerba  Buena  Island  Citizens  Advisory  Board  ("Tl  CAB"),  and 
comments  provided  by  organizations,  individuals  and  government  agencies,  the  Authority 
authorized  staff  to  issue  a  focused  Request  for  Proposals  ("RFP")  to  Treasure  Island 
Community  Development,  LLC  ("TICD");  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  March  20,  2003,  the  Authority  Board  made  a  determination  that  TICD's 
proposal  met  the  criteria  set  forth  in  the  RFP,  and  authorized  the  Authority's  Executive 
Director  to  enter  into  exclusive  negotiations  with  TICD  regarding  the  redevelopment  of  the 
Base  in  a  manner  consistent  with  TICD's  proposal,  the  Staff  Summary,  the  Reuse  Plan,  and 
the  joint  Environmental  Impact  Statement/Environmental  Impact  Report;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  April  9,  2003,  the  Authority  Board  authorized  the  Executive  Director  to 
execute  an  Exclusive  Negotiating  Agreement  (as  amended  from  time  to  time,  the  "ENA")  with 
TICD  that  sets  forth  the  terms  and  conditions  related  to  the  preparation  and  approval  of 
transaction  documents  for  the  redevelopment  of  the  Base,  including  but  not  limited  to,  the 
subject  of  the  negotiations,  the  term  of  the  exclusive  negotiation  period  and  options  to  extend 
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the  term,  the  allocation  and  responsibilities  related  to  transaction  costs  associated  with  the 
negotiations,  the  obligations  of  TICD  and  the  Authority  during  the  negotiation  period,  the 
financial  guarantee  required  to  cover  TICD's  obligations  under  the  ENA,  and  a  schedule  of 
performance  for  completion  of  the  transaction  documents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  As  identified  in  the  ENA's  Schedule  of  Performance,  in  order  to  address 
key  development  issues  central  to  the  financial  and  regulatory  structure  of  the  development 
planning,  certain  issues  were  prioritized  for  further  analysis  before  the  term  sheet  negotiations 
were  concluded,  including  completion  of  additional  studies  regarding  alternative  locations  for  a 
ferry  terminal,  which  was  performed  by  TICD,  the  feasibility  of  on-site  waste  water  treatment, 
which  was  performed  by  TICD,  and  a  peer  review  of  TICD's  geotechnical  assumptions,  which 
was  conducted  the  Authority;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  and  TICD  worked  collaboratively  with  staff  of  the  State 
Lands  Commission  to  prepare  Senate  Bill  1873,  sponsored  by  Senator  Burton  and  authorizing 
a  Tidelands  Trust  Exchange  on  Treasure  and  Yerba  Buena  Islands  (the  "Treasure  Island 
Public  Trust  Exchange  Act"),  which  was  approved  by  the  State  legislature  and  signed  by  the 
Governor  on  September  15,  2004;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Staff  and  TICD  presented  Land  Use,  Open  Space,  Housing,  Infrastructure, 
Community  Facilities,  Transportation,  Fiscal  Impacts,  Financing,  Phasing  and  Sustainability 
elements  of  the  term  sheet  to  the  TICAB  and  its  subcommittees,  the  Authority  Board  and 
other  public  venues,  and  the  Land  Use  Plan  and  the  Transportation  Plan  to  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  Land  Use  and  Economic  Development  Committee,  totaling  over  150  public 
meetings;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Through  the  planning  process,  Authority  staff  and  TICD  worked 
extensively  and  in  good  faith  with  key  stakeholders  and  partners  such  as  the  Treasure  Island 
Homeless  Development  Initiative  ("TIHDI"),  the  Sierra  Club,  the  Treasure  Island  Wetlands 
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Project,  Arc  Ecology,  the  Bay  Area  Water  Emergency  Transit  Authority  ("WETA"),  San 
Francisco  Planning  and  Urban  Research,  San  Francisco  Little  League,  Treasure  Island 
Sailing  Center,  a  spectrum  of  City  and  County  departments  and  agencies  including  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Utilities  Commission  ("SFPUC"),  Planning  Department,  Department  of  Public 
Works  ("DPW"),  Fire  Department  ("SFFD")  and  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  ("MTA"),  and 
California  State  Lands  Commission  staff,  among  others;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  2006,  the  Authority  presented  to  the  TICAB,  the  Authority  Board  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  the  Development  Plan  and  Term  Sheet  for  the  Redevelopment  of  Naval 
Station  Treasure  Island  (the  "Development  Plan"),  whicli  included  an  unprecedented  level  of 
public  benefits  for  Treasure  Island,  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  the  region 
including,  among  other  things,  up  to  1 ,800  affordable  housing  units  including  435  units  for  the 
nationally-recognized  TIHDI  program,  the  creation  of  approximately  300  acres  of  parks,  open 
space  and  recreational  amenities,  a  commitment  to  high  levels  of  sustainable  development 
practices,  including  green  building  standards,  an  innovative  transportation  program,  storm 
water  treatment  wetlands  and  solar  energy  generation,  and  economic  development  benefits 
such  as  the  creation  of  thousands  of  permanent  and  construction  jobs  and  expansion  of  the 
TIHDI  job  broker  program  and  targeting  of  jobs  to  homeless,  economically  disadvantaged  and 
San  Francisco  residents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Development  Plan  was  structured  such  that  the  project  delivers  all  of 
these  enormous  public  benefits  without  any  new  contribution  from  or  recourse  to  the  City's 
General  Fund;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  October  24,  2006,  the  TICAB  voted  16-1  to  endorse  the  Development 
Plan;  on  October  30,  2006,  the  Authority  Board  voted  6-0  to  adopt  Resolution  No.  06-59-10/30 
endorsing  the  Development  Plan;  and  on  December  12,  2006,  the  Board  of  Supen/isors  voted 
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10-1  to  adopt  Resolution  No.  699-06  endorsing  the  Development  Plan,  subject  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  of  Resolution  No.  699-06;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  I.B  of  the  Development  Plan  identifies  the  following  as  the  six 
most  significant  challenges  of  the  proposed  redevelopment  of  the  Property:  (i)  the 
geotechnical  and  seismic  conditions  on  Treasure  Island,  (ii)  the  application  of  the  Tidelands 
Trust  to  Treasure  Island,  (iii)  issues  of  access  and  transportation,  (iv)  environmental 
remediation,  (v)  terms  of  the  Navy  conveyance,  and  (vi)  the  economic  feasibility  of  providing 
the  level  of  infrastructure  and  public  benefits  necessary  to  achieve  the  project  guidelines  and 
goals;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Development  Plan  also  specifically  acknov^ledged  the  need  to  update 
the  terms  to  reflect  materially  changed  conditions,  including  the  ultimate  economic  terms  of 
the  deal  with  the  Navy  to  transfer  the  Property  and  any  significant  economic  changes,  which 
the  real  estate  market  has  experienced  over  the  past  two  to  three  years;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Since  the  endorsement  of  the  Development  Plan,  the  Authority  and  TICD 
have  made  considerable  progress  in  addressing  many  of  these  challenges  through  the  public 
process  that  has  guided  the  planning  for  the  Project  and  which  to  date  has  included  more  than 
200  public  meetings;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  planning  progress  includes  work  with  the  MTA,  WETA,  DPW, 
Planning  Department,  San  Francisco  Bicycle  Coalition  and  others  on  the  street  network, 
transit  hub  and  ferry  terminal;  advancement  of  the  strategies  to  mitigate  geotechnical 
conditions  and  develop  an  adaptive  management  strategy  for  potential  sea  level  rise  in 
collaboration  with  the  Bay  Conservation  and  Development  Commission;  extensive  block  by 
block  analysis  of  the  land  plan  and  development  program,  from  which  was  developed  a  Draft 
Design  for  Development  document  that  has  been  presented  to  the  TICAB,  the  Authority 
Board,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Planning  Commission;  and  significant  advancement 
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of  the  infrastructure  and  utilities  plans  with  the  SFPUC,  DPW  and  Fire  Department,  among 
others;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  October  1 3,  2007,  the  Governor  approved  SB  81 5  (Migden)  and  on 
October  1 1 ,  2009,  the  Governor  approved  SB  833  (Leno).  both  of  which  amended  the 
Treasure  Island  Public  Trust  Exchange  Act  to  be  consistent  with  the  proposed  redevelopment 
program  for  the  Property;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  January  26,  2008,  a  Notice  of  Preparation  of  an  Environmental  Impact 
Report  and  Notice  of  Public  Scoping  Meetings  was  published  and  in  response  to  public 
comments,  the  Authority  and  TICD  determined  it  was  appropriate  to  analyze  a  larger  project 
alternative  in  the  Environmental  Impact  Report  for  the  proposed  project  described  in  the 
Development  Plan  (the  "Project");  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  September  26,  2008,  the  Governor  approved  AB  981  (Leno),  which 
authorized  (i)  the  creation  of  the  Treasure  Island  Transportation  Management  Agency,  (ii) 
implementation  of  a  congestion  management  pricing  program  as  part  of  the  redevelopment  of 
the  Property  and  (iii)  collection  and  distribution  of  parking,  transit  pass  and  congestion 
management  pricing  revenues  as  part  of  an  overall  transit  demand  management  program  for 
the  proposed  redevelopment  of  the  Property;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  proposed  Project  was  awarded  the  2008  California  Governor's 
Environmental  and  Economic  Leadership  Award  for  Sustainable  Communities  and  the  2009 
American  Institute  of  Architects  Honor  Award  for  Urban  Design;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  May  2009,  the  Clinton  Climate  Initiative  and  the  United  States  Green 
Building  Council  chose  the  proposed  Project  as  one  of  sixteen  (16)  founding  projects  to 
partner  with  via  its  Climate  Positive  Development  Program;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  December  2009,  the  Authority  and  the  Navy  negotiated  the  basic 
financial  terms  for  the  conveyance  of  the  Property  to  the  Authority;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  On  Februarys,  2010,  the  SFPUC  approved,  and  on  February  10,  2010, 
the  Authority  Board  approved,  an  Exclusive  Negotiating  Agreement  that  describes  the  terms 
and  conditions  upon  which  the  SFPUC  and  the  Authority  will  enter  into  negotiations  for  (i)  the 
transfer  to  SFPUC  of  approximately  four  (4)  to  six  (6)  acres  of  land  in  a  mutually  acceptable 
location  on  Treasure  Island  for  infrastructure  improvements  consistent  with  the  environmental 
stewardship  objectives  of  the  SFPUC  and  the  proposed  Project,  (ii)  the  financing, 
construction,  ownership  and  operation  of  a  new  wastewater  treatment  plant  and  recycled 
water  plant,  and  (iii)  other  ancillary  utility  related  matters;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  has  undertaken  an  extensive  public  process  to  prepare  the

WHEREAS,  The  project  plans  have  received  overwhelming  public  support  and  have

Plan  that  the  Authority  and  TICD  desire  to  update  to  reflect  current  conditions  and  (ii) 
addresses,  among  other  things,  responses  to  the  challenges  identified  in  Section  I.B  of  the 
Development  Plan;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  parties  are  proposing  solutions  that  (i)  provide  the  City  and  the 
Authority  with  an  extensive  public  benefits  package  that  achieves  the  public  policy  objectives 
of  the  proposed  Project,  (ii)  preserves  the  vision  of  the  proposed  Project  that  has  received 
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overwhelming  public  support  and  national  and  international  recognition,  and  (iii)  incorporates 
current  conditions  into  an  economically  implementable  project;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Development  Plan  Update  was  presented  to  the  TICAB  at  duly 
noticed  public  meetings  on  March  16,  2010  and  April  6,  2010,  and  on  April  6,  2010,  the  TICAB 
voted  15  to  0,  vyith  2  abstentions,  to  endorse  the  Development  Plan  Update;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Development  Plan  Update  was  presented  to  the  Authority  Board  at

WHEREAS,  The  City  desires  to  protect  its  citizens  from  losing  essential  services

WHEREAS,  Data  from  the  Division  of  Ratepayer  Advocates  has  shown  an 
increase  in  PG&E's  disconnections  of  service  compared  to  the  past  year,  particularly 
after  the  installation  of  Advanced  Metering  Infrastructure  (AMI)  or  Smart  Meters  in  April 
of  2009;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Numerous  complaints  have  been  sent  to  consumer  advocacy 
groups  such  as  TURN  (Toward  Utility  Rate  Normalization)  regarding  skyrocketing  bills 
that  arose  after  the  installation  of  Smart  Meters;  and, 

WHEREAS,  According  to  TURN,  there  are  some  cases  where  plausible

WHEREAS,  Whales  are  considered  sentient  beings  that,  at  the  apex  of  the  marine 
food  chain,  are  extremely  important  for  the  health  and  viability  of  our  oceans;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  California  Gray  Whale  is  our  official  state  Marine  Mammal  and  is 
enjoyed  by  the  millions  of  whale  watchers  along  the  coast  of  California  every  winter  and

WHEREAS,  California  Gray  Whale  watching  tourism  is  a  unique  feature  of  the

Resolution  approving  the  issuance  of  water  revenue  bonds  and  water  revenue  refunding 
bonds  to  be  issued  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco;  affirming  covenants  contained  in  the  indenture  pursuant  to  which  the  water 
revenue  bonds  are  issued;  authorizing  the  taking  of  appropriate  actions  in  connection 
therewith;  and  related  matters. 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  Section  9.107  of  the  Charter  (the  "Charter")  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City"),  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  is 
authorized  to  provide  for  the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of 
the  City  (the  "Commission")  following  the  approval  of  the  issuance  of  such  revenue  bonds  by 
a  majority  of  the  voters,  such  revenue  bonds  to  be  issued  and  sold  in  accordance  with  State 
law  or  any  procedure  provided  for  by  ordinance;  and 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  Section  9.109  of  the  Charter,  the  Board  is  authorized  to 
provide  for  the  issuance  of  bonds  of  the'  City  for  the  purpose  of  refunding  any  revenue  bonds 
of  the  City  then  outstanding  without  voter  approval,  provided  that  such  refunding  is  expected 
to  result  in  net  debt  sen/ice  savings  to  the  City  on  a  present  value  basis,  calculated  as 
provided  by  ordinance;  and 

WHEREAS,  at  a  duly  called  and  held  revenue  bond  election  on  November  5,  2002,  a

water  facilities  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Commission  (the  "Projects");  and, 
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WHEREAS,  on  August  4,  2009,  the  Board  passed  its  Ordinance  No.  189-09,  approving 
the  issuance  and  sale  of  water  revenue  bonds  by  the  Commission  pursuant  to  Proposition  E 
of  2002,  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $1 ,310,307,1 19,  to  finance  Projects  that  fall 
under  the  Commission's  Water  System  Improvement  Program  ("WSIP  Projects"),  which 
ordinance  became  effective  on  September  12,  2009;  and 

WHEREAS,  on  April  20.  2010,  the  Board  passed  Ordinance  No.  89-10  (the  "April  2010 
Ordinance"  and  together  with  the  aforesaid  Ordinance  No.  189-09,  the  "Ordinances") 
approving  the  issuance  and  sale  of  additional  water  revenue  bonds  by  the  Commission 
pursuant  to  Proposition  E  of  2002,  in  one  or  more  series  and  on  one  or  more  dates,  in  an 
aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $1,737,724,022,  including  (i)  $1,647,249,182 
principal  amount  to  finance  WSIP  Projects  and  associated  financing  costs,  (ii)  $62,000,000

"Refunding  Bonds"  and  together  with  the  New  Money  Bonds,  the  "Bonds");  approved  the  form 
of  one  or  more  Supplemental  Indentures  (the  "Supplemental  Indentures"),  by  and  between  the 
Commission  and  U.S.  Bank  National  Association,  as  trustee  (the  "Trustee"),  which 
supplements  the  Amended  and  Restated  Indenture  dated  as  of  August  1,  2002,  as  amended 
and  supplemented  (collectively  with  the  Supplemental  Indentures,  the  "Indenture")  by  and 
between  the  Commission  and  the  Trustee;  and  authorized  other  related  actions  and  matters;

Section  1 .  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Approval  and  Authorization  of  New  Money  Bonds  and  Refunding  Bonds. 
The  Board  hereby  authorizes  and  approves  the  issuance  by  the  Commission  of  New  Money 
Bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $950,000,000,  in  one  or  more  series 
and  on  one  or  more  dates,  at  a  maximum  rate  or  rates  of  interest  not  to  exceed  twelve  percent 
per  annum,  provided  that  the  authorization  to  issue  New  Money  Bonds  to  finance  Non-WSIP 
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Projects  is  subject  to  the  effectiveness  of  the  April  2010  Ordinance.  The  New  Money  Bonds 
may  be  issued  as  tax-exempt  bonds,  taxable  bonds  or  Build  America  Bonds  (as  authorized  by 
the  American  Recovery  and  Reinvestment  Act  of  2009),  or  any  combination  thereof,  as  the 
General  Manager  shall  determine  is  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Commission. 

The  Board  further  authorizes  and  approves  the  issuance  by  the  Commission  of 
Refunding  Bonds,  without  limitation  as  to  principal  amount,  in  one  or  more  series  and  on  one 
or  more  dates,  at  a  maximum  rate  or  rates  of  interest  not  to  exceed  twelve  percent  per 
annum,  provided  that  each  such  Refunding  Bond  issue  is  permitted  under  the  applicable 
policies  and  procedures  of  the  City  and  authorized  by  either  (A)  Section  9.109  of  the  Charter 
or  (B)  Proposition  E  of  2002  (including  related  ordinances  and  resolutions  of  the  Board),  and 
provided  further  that  the  authorization  to  issue  Refunding  Bonds  to  refinance  Non-WSIP 
Projects  under  the  authority  granted  by  Proposition  E  of  2002  is  subject  to  the  effectiveness  of 
the  April  2010  Ordinance.  The  Refunding  Bonds  shall  be  issued  as  tax-exempt  bonds. 

The  forms  of  the  Bonds,  in  substantially  the  forms  presented  to  the  Board,  as  set  forth 
in  the  exhibits  to  the  Supplemental  Indentures,  are  hereby  approved.  The  President  or  the 
General  Manager  of  the  Commission  or  the  designee  of  either,  and  the  Controller  of  the  City 
or  any  deputy  thereof,  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  approve  and  to  execute  the 
Bonds  by  manual  or  facsimile  signature,  with  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or 
modifications  therein  which  he  or  she  may  approve  with  the  advice  of  the  City  Attorney,  such 
approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  3.  Affirmation  of  Existing  Bond  Covenants.  The  Board  hereby  confirms 
Section  5.01(b)  of  the  Indenture  which  sets  forth  the  disposition  of  Revenues  (as  defined  in 
the  Indenture)  applicable  to  the  Bonds  (as  defined  in  the  Indenture)  and  covenants  with  the 
holders  of  the  Bonds  that  the  Revenues  shall  be  appropriated  and  expended  as  set  forth  in 
Section  5.01(b)  of  the  Indenture.  The  Board  also  hereby  declares  that  the  City  v/ill  comply 
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with  all  of  the  terms,  provisions  and  covenants  contained  in  the  Indenture,  as  the  same  may 
be  amended  from  time  to  time,  including  the  covenants  to  establish,  fix,  prescribe  and  collect 
rates,  fees  and  charges  sufficient  to  enable  the  Commission  to  comply  with  the  terms,

Section  4.  Approval  of  Financing  Documents.  In  accordance  with  the  grant  of  authority 
contained  herein  and  in  the  Ordinances,  the  forms  of  Supplemental  Indentures,  Official 
Notices  of  Sale,  Notices  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  Bond  Purchase  Agreements,  Official 
Statements,  Escrow  Agreements  and  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificates  relating  to  the  Bonds, 
submitted  to  this  Board  and  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  are  hereby  approved,  The 
Controller,  the  Treasurer,  the  City  Attorney  and  the  officers  of  the  Commission  authorized  by 
resolution  of  the  Commission,  and  their  designees,  are  hereby  authorized  to  execute,  attest, 
seal,  publish  and  deliver  (as  appropriate)  each  such  document,  with  such  changes  thereto  as 
the  officer  executing  or  publishing  the  same  shall  approve  with  the  advice  of  the  City  Attorney, 
such  approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery,  or  the  publication, 
as  applicable,  of  such  document. 

Section  5.  Proposition  P.  Pursuant  to  Proposition  P  approved  by  the  voters  of  the  City 
in  November  2002,  this  resolution  and  the  Bonds  are  subject  to,  and  incorporate  by  reference, 
the  provisions  of  Section  5A.30  et  seq.  ("Revenue  Bond  Oversight  Committee")  of  Chapter  V 
of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  (the  "Proposition  P  Requirements").  Pursuant  to 
the  Proposition  P  Requirements,  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  one-twentieth  of  one  percent 
of  the  gross  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  deposited  in  a  fund  established  by  the  Controller's 
Office  and  appropriated  at  the  direction  of  the  Revenue  Bond  Oversight  Committee  for  the 
purposes  permitted  by  Proposition  P;  provided  however  that  amounts  deposited  to  the  benefit 
of  the  Revenue  Bond  Oversight  Committee  shall  expended  within  three  years  of  the  date  of 
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deposit  with  the  Controller  and  thereafter  transfered  to  the  Commission  for  deposit  to  the 
Improvement  Fund  or  such  other  account  under  the  Indenture,  as  permitted  by  applicable  law.

WHEREAS,  On  May  6,  2009,  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency 
("SFMTA")  issued  a  Request  for  Proposals  (RFP)  for  Contract  No.  591-01 ,  LRV  Doors  and 
Steps  Reconditioning  and  System  Rehabilitation  (the  "Contract"),  which  project  was  funded 
partially  with  grants  through  the  American  Recovery  and  Reinvestment  Act  ("ARRA");  and 

WHEREAS,  Only  AnsaldoBreda  Inc.  (AnsaldoBreda),  the  manufacturer  of  SFMTA's 
light  rail  vehicle  fleet  ("LRVs"),  responded  to  the  RFP;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  September  15,  2009,  the  SFMTA  Board  of  Directors  adopted 
Resolution  No.  09-173,  which  authorized  the  Executive  Director/CEO  to  execute  the  Contract 
with  AnsaldoBreda,  for  a  total  amount  not  to  exceed  $56,752,554,  and  for  a  term  not  to 
exceed  five  years;  and

Resolution  calling  on  State,  Federal,  and  International  Lawmakers  to  ensure  fair  and 
just  treatment  of  domestic  workers. 

WHEREAS,  domestic  workers  -  including  housekeepers,  nannies  and  caregivers  for 
children,  persons  with  disabilities  and  the  elderly  -  work  in  private  households  to  care  for  the 
health,  safety  and  well-being  of  the  most  important  aspects  of  our  lives,  our  families  and 
homes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Domestic  workers  are  the  backbone  of  the  economy,  working  to  ensure 
the  health  and  prosperity  of  families  and  freeing  others  to  participate  in  the  workforce,  which 
is  increasingly  necessary  in  these  difficult  economic  times;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Domestic  workers  across  the  state  of  California  have  joined  together  to 
form  the  California  Domestic  Workers'  Coalition  to  achieve  social  and  economic  justice  and 
secure  much  needed  protections  for  domestic  workers  under  California's  labor  laws  and  are 
calling  on  the  California  legislature  to  pass  a  Resolution,  Relative  to  Domestic  Workers 
Rights;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  National  Domestic  Workers  Alliance  is  organizing  domestic  workers 
across  the  United  States  to  end  the  exclusion  of  domestic  workers  from  federal  labor 
protections;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  International  Domestic  Workers  Network,  made  up  of  domestic 
worker  organizations  across  the  wor'd  ha?  formed  to  fight  exploitation  and  abuse  by  creating 
and  advancing  international  standards  in  the  industry;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Domestic  work  in  the  United  States  has  its  roots  in  slaver/,  v^here  African- 
American  women  worked  in  the  fields  and  in  the  homes  of  plantation  ovyners  caring  for  their 
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families  and  children,  thereby  supporting  the  plantation  economy  that  provided  the  resources 
and  materials  for  industrialization  in  the  United  States;  and, 

WHEREAS,  International,  national  and  state  laws'  treatment  of  domestic  service 
workers  historically  reflected  stereotypical  assumptions  about  the  nature  of  domestic  v/ork, 
specifically  that  the  relationship  between  employer  and  "servant"  was  "personal,"  rather  than 
commercial,  in  character;  that  employment  within  a  household  was  not  "real,"  productive 
work;  and  that  women  did  not  work  to  support  their  farnilies;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Fair  Labor  Standa.as  mci  oi  i9j<i,  which  Congress  enacted  in 
response  to  ensure  a  fair  day's  pay  for  a  fair  day's  work,  excluded  domestic  workers  from  its 
protection  at  a  time  when  60%  of  black  American  women  workers  were  employed  as 
domestic  workers,  in  order  to  satisfy  segregationists  who  controlled  Congress  at  that  time; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  The  vast  majority  of  domestic  workers  are  women  of  color  and  migrants 
who,  because  of  race  and  sex  discrimination  and  fear  of  deportation,  are  particularly 
vulnerable  to  unlawful  employment  practices  and  abuses;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Domestic  workers  usually  work  alone,  behind  closed  doors  and  out  of  the 
public  eye,  leaving  them  isolated,  vulnerable  to  abuse  and  exploitation,  and  unable  to 
advocate  collectively  for  better  working  conditions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Domestic  vyorkers  often  labor  under  harsh  conditions,  work  long  hours  for 
low  wages  vyithout  benefits  or  job  security,  and  face  termination  without  notice  or  severance 
pay  leaving  many  suddenly  without  both  a  job  and  a  home;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Most  domestic  workers  vyork  to  support  families  and  children  of  their  own 
and  are  primary  income  earners,  yet  the  vast  majority  of  domestic  v^orkers  earn  low  wages  or 
wages  below  the  poverty  line;  and. 
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WHEREAS,  Many  live-in  domestic  workers  are  not  permitted  to  make  basic  decisions 
regarding  the  food  they  eat,  or  allowed  to  cook  or  heat  their  meals,  and  employers  often  take 
unjust  deductions  in  the  workers  pay  for  food;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  the  worst  cases  domestic  workers  are  verbally  and  physically  abused  or 
sexually  assaulted,  forced  to  sleep  in  conditions  unfit  for  human  habitation,  and  stripped  of 
their  privacy  and  dignity,  while  employers  deduct  pay  as  in-kind  payment  for  rent;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Many  employers  desire  to  treat  their  caregivers  and  housekeepers  fairly, 
but  do  not  have  the  information  te  guide  them  in  setting  terms  of  employment,  and  may  never 
draw  up  a  formal  contract  or  clearly  establish  the  rights  and  obligations  each  party  owes  to 
the  other;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Domestic  workers  are  still  excluded  from  the  most  basic  protections 
afforded  the  rest  of  the  labor  force  under  state,  federal,  and  international  laws,  including  the 
rights  to  fair  wages,  safe  and  healthy  working  conditions,  workers'  compensation,  protection 
from  discriminatory  and  abusive  treatment  and  the  right  to  engage  in  collective  bargaining; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Domestic  workers  are  excluded  under  the  National  Labor  Relations  Act, 
leaving  them  unprotected  when  asking  for  respect  of  their  basic  rights  and  unable  to 
collectively  bargain  for  conditions  allowing  them  to  labor  in  dignity  even  though  freedom  of 
association  is  a  fundamental  riqht  under  the  ILO;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Domestic  workers  whose  primary  work  is  to  care  for  children,  the  elderly 
or  persons  with  disabilities  {"personal  attendants")  are  excluded  from  overtime  protections, 
meal  and  rest  breaks  and  reporting  time  pay  under  California  law,  and  Federal  Labor 
Standards  Act  exempts  live-in  domestic  workers  from  overtime  provisions  and  exempts 
"companions"  for  the  elderly  and  "casual"  babysitters  from  federal  minimum  wage  and 
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overtime  provisions  and  exempts  employers  of  live-in  v\/orkers  from  keeping  accurate  wage 
and  hour  records;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Domestic  workers  are  excluded  from  state,  federal,  and  international 
Occupational  Safety  and  Health  protections  and  therefore  do  not  have  the  right  to  work  in  a 
healthy  and  safe  environment,  leaving  them  exposed  to  dangerous  and  unhealthy  working 
conditions  on  a  regular  basis;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Household  employees  who  work  less  than  52  hours  in  the  previous  90 
days  before  an  injury  are  excluded  from  California  workers'  compensation  coverage,  leaving 
many  domestic  workers  without  an  adequate  remedy  for  injuries  suffered  in  the  course  of 
their  employment;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Because  state  and  federal  anti-discrimination  laws  only  apply  to 
employers  with  certain  minimum  numbers  of  employees,  domestic  workers  are  unprotected 
against  discnmination  based  on  race,  color,  religion,  sex,  national  origin,  age  and  disability; 
and, 

WHEREAS,  Because  domestic  v^^orkers  do  not  have  the  right  to  a  minimum  number  of 
consecutive  hours  of  uninterrupted  sleep,  they  are  often  woken  up  repeatedly  throughout  the 
night,  leaving  them  sleep-deprived,  vulnerable  to  illness,  and  unable  to  provide  proper  care 
for  those  in  their  charge,  and  this  time  when  workers  are  available  to  their  charges  and 
providing  that  seivice  of  care  is  normally  uncompensated;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Because  the  vast  majority  of  domestic  workers  receive  no  health  benefits 
from  their  employers  and  have  no  hght  to  paid  sick  days,  many  workers  cannot  take  time  off 
to  deal  with  illness  or  medical  emergencies,  thereby  endangering  their  own  health  and  the 
health  of  the  families  they  care  for;  and 

WHEREAS,  That  coverage  of  domestic  workers  under  state,  federal,  and  International

WHEREAS,  Ms,  Colville  kept  San  Francisco's  young  people  safe  from  HIV  infection  in 
the  early  days  of  the  AIDS  epidemic  by  co-authoring  a  "Family  Life  Education  Curriculum  for 
Incarcerated  Youth"  and  by  conducting  family  life,  STD  and  HIV  prevention  education  and 
outreach  to  Spanish-speaking,  Latinos  and  others  residing  in  the  Mission  District  and

[Urging  to  Opt-Out  of  "Secure  Communities"] 


Resolution  urging  the  San  Francisco  Sheriff's  Department,  the  Juvenile  Probation 
Department  and  the  San  Francisco  Police  Department  to  opt-out  of  participating  in  the 
Police  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement  collaboration  program  known  as 
"Secure  Communities." 


WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  is  a  city  which  has  historically  welcomed  its  immigrant 
population,  which  comprises  37%  of  the  city's  residents;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Arizona  enacted  SB1070,  which  promotes  racial  profiling  by  encouraging 
local  law  enforcement  to  inquire  about  an  individual's  immigration  status  if  they  are 
"suspected"  of  being  undocumented;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors,  on  IVlay  11,  2010  approved  by  a 
vote  of  10-1  a  boycott  of  the  state  of  Arizona  for  enacting  SB1070,  a  law  which  encourages 
racial  profiling  and  undermines  community  policing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Recent  public  reports  have  indicated  that  the  California  Department  of 
Justice  has  called  on  the  San  Francisco  Sheriff's  Department  and  County  Jail  to  participate  in 
a  new  collaboration  between  local  police  and  Immigration  and  Custom  Enforcement  (ICE), 
known  as  "Secure  Communities";  and, 

WHEREAS,  This  new  police/ICE  collaboration  program  will  prompt  the  investigation 
into  the  immigration  status  of  anyone,  citizen  or  non-citizen,  who  is  arrested  and  fingerprinted 
for  any  crime,  no  matter  the  severity,  by  automatically  crosschecking  the  individual's 
fingerprints  against  a  Department  of  Homeland  Secunty/ICE  database;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  In  doing  so,  the  "Secure  Communities"  police/ICE  collaboration  program, 
like  Arizona  SB  1070.  compromises  the  safety  of  local  communities  by  eroding  the  hard- 
earned  trust  built  over  the  past  decades  between  community  members  and  local  law 
enforcement  by  making  individuals  fearful  of  reporting  crimes  and  to  cooperating  v/ith  the 
police  in  solving  crimes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  program  will  tear  apart  San  Francisco  families  and  eviscerate  San 
Francisco's  Sanctuary  City  Ordinance  by  automatically  sharing  an  individual's  fingerprint 
information  with  ICE,  even  if  the  person  has  not  been  convicted  of  any  criminal  act,  and  even 
where  a  person  is  arrested  on  a  minor  crime:  and, 

WHEREAS,  SuPi/ivors  of  domestic  violence,  who  can  be  arrested  along  vyith  their 
abusers  during  domestic  disputes,  will  be  reluciant  to  irtvolve  the  police  in  stopping  their 
abuse  if  it  could  lead  to  their  own  deportation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  "Secure  Communities"  police/ICE  collaboration  program  undermines 
government  transparency,  as  the  contract  was  negotiated  in  secret  and  bypassed  the 
legislative  branch,  and  expressly  prohibits  local  governments  from  releasing  statistical 
information  about  the  program  vyithout  the  consent  of  ICE:  and, 

WHEREAS,  Nothing  in  the  Memorandum  of  Agreement  (MOA)  between  the  California 
Department  of  Justice  and  ICE  expressly  prohibits  the  sharing  of  youth  and  juveniles' 
information  with  ICE  under  the  "Secure  Communities"  police/ICE  collaboration  program;  and, 

WHEREAS,  There  is  no  guarantee  that  "Secure  Communities"  technology  will  not  be 
used  for  civil  purposes,  such  as  for  health  or  employment  related  purposes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Under  the  current  "Secure  Communities"  program  nationwide, 
approximately  5%  of  United  States  Citizens  hiave  been  mistakenly  identified  as 
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undocumented,  leading  to  illegal  ICE  detainers,  which  could  expose  San  Francisco  taxpayers 
to  needless  and  expensive  lawsuits;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  stated  aoal  of  the  "Secure-Communities"  is  to  deport  non-citizens 
who  have  been  convicted  of  major  drug  offenses  or  violent  crimes,  but  close  to  90%  of  the

WHEREAS,  The  cover  letter  to  the  California  MOA  between  the  California  Department 
of  Justice  (DOJ)  and  ICE,  dated  January  23,  2009,  expressly  states  that  counties  and 
localities,  prior  to  implementing  the  "Secure  Communities"  program,  must  sign  a  "Statement 
of  Intent"  (SOI) ".  .  .  to  ensure  those  agencies  understand  and  adhere  to  the  principles  set 
forth  in  the  MOA  and  a  set  of  Standard  Operating  Procedures,"  and  the  MOA  states  that 
"either  party,  upon  30  days  written  notice  to  the  other  party,  may  terminate  the  MOA  at  any 
time"  ;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  not  been  given  an  opportunity  to  sign  or  refuse  to  sign 
a  SOI  in  accordance  with  the  cover  letter  of  the  Agreement;  and, 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  already  has  firm  policies  in  place  to  deal  with  non-citizens 
who  have  been  convicted  for  serious  crimes;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  consideration  of  the  harms  to  public  safety  and  likelihood  of  racial 
profiling  that  would  accompany  implementation  of  the  police/ICE  collaboration  program 
known  as  "Secure  Communities",  the  City  Council  for  Washington  D  C.  unanimously  passed 
the  "Secure  Communities  Act  of  2010"  a  resolution  to  prohibit  the  District  of  Columbia  from 
transmitting  arrest  data  of  any  individual  with  ICE;  and, 
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WHEREAS,  Like  Arizona's  SB'i070,  tne  Secure  Communities"  police/ICE 
collaboration  program  will  likely  result  in  racial  profiling  because  some  officers  would  make 
pre-textual  arrests  to  determine  the  immigration  status  of  any  individual  they  encounter:  now, 

therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  believes  that  the 
implementation  of  the  "Secure  Communities"  police/ICE  collaboration  program  would 
undermine  San  Francisco's  values,  seriously  harm  public  safety,  and  tear  hard  working  San 
Francisco  families  apart;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  urges 
the  San  Francisco  Sheriff's  Department,  the  Juvenile  Probation  Department  and  the  San

[Opposing  Assembly  Bill  2650  -  Regarding  Unnecessary  Regulations  and  Intrusion  into  the 
City  and  County's  Authority] 

Resolution  opposing  Assembly  Bill  2650,  opposing  unnecessary  State  intrusions  on 
the  City  and  County's  land  use  and  regulatory  authority  and  urging  San  Francisco's 
State  Representatives  to  oppose  this  bill  and  any  similar  legislation  to  unnecessarily 
regulate  the  location  of  medical  cannabis  facilities  in  contravention  of  existing  or  future 
local  ordinances. 

WHEREAS,  In  2005,  San  Francisco  enacted  the  Medical  Cannabis  Act  (Article  33  of 
the  Health  Code),  placing  our  City  at  the  forefront  of  a  nnovement  to  develop  comprehensive 
land  use  and  regulatory  rules  for  medical  cannabis  dispensaries;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Medical  Cannabis  Act,  along  with  related  Planning  Code  provisions, 
establishes  comprehensive  rules  for  the  location  and  operation  of  medical  cannabis 
dispensaries  to  provide  protections  for  patients,  operators  and  surrounding  communities;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  protect  existing  patient  access  and  ensure  continuity  in  the 
system,  the  Medical  Cannabis  Act  allowed  then-existing  dispensaries  to  proceed  through  the 
permitting  process  and  continue  operating  despite  their  proximity  to  schools  while  requiring 
new  dispensaries  to  locate  more  than  1,000  feet  from  schools  ;  and 

WHEREAS,  AB  2650  would  prohibit  any  collective  or  cooperative  medical  cannabis 
use  within  a  certain  distance  of  a  school  in  California,  going  so  far  as  to  strip  existing 
cooperatives  and  collective  dispensaries  of  their  protections  under  state  law  and  subject  them 
to  criminal  sanctions;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  impact  of  AB  2650  on  San  Francisco's  existing  dispensaries  and 
patient  population  would  be  immediate  and  disastrous,  with  many  permitted  collectives  forced 
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to  close  or  face  criminal  sanction  with  others  caught  in  legal  limbo  amid  confusion  over  the 
bill's  unclear  and  poorly  drafted  provisions;  and 

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco,  along  with  many  cities  and  counties,  worked  hard  to 
develop  strong  land  use  regulations  for  medical  cannabis  dispensaries  that  reflect  our  City's 
unique  values  and  compassion  for  patients,  and  AB  2650's  disrespect  for  local  laws  would 
unnecessarily  destroy  years  of  hard  work  and  endanger  thousands  of  San  Francisco  patients;

Resolution  approving  the  issuance  and  sale  of  lease  revenue  refunding  bonds  to 
refinance  the  Combined  Emergency  Communication  System  and  Citywide  Emergency 
Radio  System  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City");  approving  the  form 
of  a  Facilities  Lease  by  and  between  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Finance 
Corporation  (the  "Corporation")  and  the  City  relating  to  certain  real  property  described 
herein;  approving  the  form  of  a  Master  Lease  by  and  between  the  Corporation  and  the 
City;  approving  the  form  of  a  Master  Trust  Agreement  by  and  between  the  Corporation 
and  a  trustee  (including  certain  indemnities  contained  therein);  authorizing  the 
selection  of  a  trustee  (the  "Trustee");  approving  the  form  of  an  Assignment  Agreement 
by  and  between  the  Corporation  and  the  Trustee;  approving  the  form  of  Escrow 
Agreements  by  and  between  the  Corporation  and  an  escrow  agent;  approving  the  form 
of  an  Official  Notice  of  Sale  and  a  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  the  lease  revenue 
refunding  bonds;  directing  the  publication  of  the  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  the  lease 
revenue  refunding  bonds;  approving  the  form  of  a  Purchase  Contract  and  authorizing 
the  appointment  of  one  or  more  underwriters  for  the  lease  revenue  refunding  bonds; 
approving  the  form  of  an  Official  Statement  in  preliminary  and  final  form;  approving  the 
form  of  a  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate;  authorizing  the  payment  of  cost  of 
issuance;  authorizing  the  reimbursement  of  certain  expenditures;  granting  general 
authority  to  City  officials  to  take  certain  actions  in  connection  with  the  lease  revenue 
refunding  bonds;  approving  modifications  to  documents;  and  ratifying  previous 
actions  taken  in  connection  therewith. 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Section  9.108(1)  of  the  Charter  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  (the  "Charter"),  the  City  may  enter  into  lease  financing  agreements  only  with 
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the  assent  of  the  majority  of  the  voters  voting  upon  any  proposition  for  the  authorization  of  the 
lease  financing,  subject  to  certain  exceptions  for  which  voter  approval  is  not  required;  and, 

WHEREAS,  pursuant  to  voter  approval,  the  City  has  entered  into  leases  v^ith  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  Finance  Corporation  (the  "Corporation"),  a  California  nonprofit 
public  benefit  corporation,  the  base  rental  payments  under  v^hich  secure  the  following  series 
of  bonds  issued  by  the  Corporation  (collectively,  the  "Prior  Bonds"):  (a)  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  Finance  Corporation  Lease  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1997  (Combined 
Emergency  Communications  Center),  now  outstanding  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
$15,810,000;  (b)  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Finance  Corporation  Lease  Revenue 
Bonds,  Series  1998  (Combined  Emergency  Communications  System  Equipment),  now 
outstanding  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $2,230,000;  (c)  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  Finance  Corporation  Lease  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1998-1  (Citywide  Emergency 
Radio  System),  now  outstanding  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  $3,895,000;  and  (d)  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Finance  Corporation  Lease  Revenue  Bonds,  Series  1999-1 
(Citywide  Emergency  Radio  System),  now  outstanding  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of 
$4,900,000;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  City  now  desires  to  cause  the  refunding  of  all  or  a  portion  of  the  Prior 
Bonds  (the  "Refunded  Bonds")  in  order  to  achieve  a  reduction  in  overall  rental  payments; 

WHEREAS,  Section  9.1 08(2)  of  the  Charter  provides  that  the  City  may  enter  into  a 
lease  without  voter  approval  for  the  refunding  of  a  lease  financing  which  is  expected  to  result 
in  net  savings  in  rental  payments  to  the  City  on  a  present  value  basis;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Article  VIII  of  Chapter  43  of  the  Administrative  Code  of  the  City  provides 
the  method  of  calculating  net  savings  as  described  above  and  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "Board  of  Supervisors")  may  authorize  the 
issuance  and  provide  the  final  terms,  amounts,  maturities,  interest  rates  and  other  provisions 
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of  the  refunding  bonds  (including  a  reference  to  the  procedure  under  which  debt  service 
savings  is  to  be  calculated)  by  means  of  an  indenture,  resolution,  ordinance,  order,  agreement 
or  other  instrument  in  writing  and  if  the  Board  establishes  the  minimum  savings  to  be 
generated  by  the  issuance  of  such  refunding  bonds,  the  Board  may  delegate  to  appropriate 
officials  or  officers  of  the  City  or  of  the  Board  the  authority  to  determine  the  final  terms, 
amounts,  maturities,  interest  rates  and  other  provisions  of  said  refunding  bonds. 

RESOLVED  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1.     Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.     Approval  of  the  Bonds.  The  Board  hereby  approves  the  issuance  and 
sale  of  lease  revenue  refunding  bonds  (the  "Bonds")  by  the  Corporation  in  accordance  with 
the  Master  Trust  Agreement  (as  defined  herein)  for  the  purpose  of  refunding  the  Refunded 
Bonds.  The  Bonds  shall  be  comprised  of,  and  designated  as,  the  "City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  Finance  Corporation  Lease  Revenue  Refunding  Bonds,  Series  2010-R1 
(Emergency  Communications  System  Refinancing)"  or  such  other  designation  as  determined 
by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the  City  or  her  designee  (together  with  the  Director  of 
Public  Finance  of  the  City,  the  "Director  of  Public  Finance").  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is 
hereby  authorized  to  approve  the  sale  date,  the  manner  of  sale,  the  maturity  dates,  the 
redemption  provisions  and  all  other  terms  of  the  Bonds,  subject  to  the  following  limitations,  the 
principal  amount  of  the  Bonds  shall  not  to  exceed  $24,000,000;  the  Bonds  shall  bear  interest 
rates  yielding  a  true  interest  cost  at  not  to  exceed  six  percent  (6%)  per  annum;  the  price  of  the 
Bonds  shall  be  at  least  98%  of  the  principal  amount  thereof;  and  the  issuance  of  Bonds 
authorized  hereby  shall  result  in  net  debt  service  savings  in  rental  payments  to  the  City  on  a 
present  value  basis  in  accordance  with  Section  9.108(2)  of  the  Charter  and  Article  VIII  of 
Chapter  43  of  the  Administrative  Code  of  the  City,  as  determined  and  certified  by  the  Director 
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of  Public  Finance.  To  the  extent  deemed  necessary  or  desirable  by  the  Director  of  Public 
Finance,  this  Board  authorizes  the  procurement  of  credit  enhancement  for  the  Bonds, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  municipal  bond  insurance  and/or  a  debt  service  reserve  fund 
surety  bond  or  insurance  policy.  In  accordance  v/\\h  Section  16  hereof,  tlie  documents 
authorized  herein  may  be  modified  or  amended  to  permit  the  procurement  of  credit 
enhancement  for  the  Bonds,  to  the  extent  deemed  necessary  by  the  Director  of  Public 
Finance,  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  of  the  City  (the  "City  Attorney"). 

Section  3.     Asset  Transfer;  Description  of  Property.  The  issuance  of  the  Bonds  and 
lease  financing  hereby  approved  may  involve  the  lease  and  leaseback  by  the  City  of  all  or  any 
portion  of  either  of  the  following  facilities  v;ithin  the  City;  (a)  the  emergency  communications 
center  located  at  101 1  Turk  Street,  and  for  (b)  the  San  Francisco  General  Hospital  mental 
health  rehabilitation  facility  located  at  887  Potrero  Avenue. 

Section  4.     Approval  of  the  Form  of  Facilities  Lease.  The  form  of  the  Facilities 
Lease,  as  presented  to  this  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  in  File  No.  100744  .  is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor  of  the  City,  or  his  designee

The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to 
select  the  Escrow  Agent  in  accordance  with  City  policies  and  procedures,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  the  City's  policy  to  provide  locally  disadvantaged  minority  business  enterprises  and 
women  enterprises  an  equal  opportunity  to  p^irticipate  m  the  performance  of  all  City  contracts. 
The  Controller  or  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  or  their  respective  designees,  is  hereby 
authorized  to  execute  the  Escrow  Agreement,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  is  hereby  authorized 
to  attest  to  such  execution  of  the  Escrow  Agreement,  with  such  changes,  additions, 
modifications  or  deletions  as  the  Controller  or  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  may  make  or 
approve  in  accordance  with  Section  16  hereof.

[Requesting  that  the  Prohibition  on  Gay  Men  Donating  Blood  be  Revised] 

Resolution  calling  upon  the  United  States  Food  and  Drug  Administration  to  revise 
their  longstanding  prohibition  on  gay  men  donating  blood. 

WHEREAS.  The  United  States  Food  and  Drug  Administration  (FDA)  is 
responsible  for  protecting  the  public  health;  and 

WHEREAS,  Inasmuch,  the  FDA  regulates  blood  donation  in  the  United  States 
and  explicitly  bars  any  man  who  has  had  sex  with  another  man,  at  any  time  since  1977, 
from  donating  blood;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  FDA  justifies  this  policy  by  citing  that  1977  was  the  beginning  of 
the  United  States'  AIDS  epidemic  and  that  men  who  have  sex  with  men  (MSM)  are  at  a 
greater  risk  of  HIV,  hepatitis  B  and  other  infections  that  can  be  transmitted  by 
transfusion;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  lifetime  restriction  on  men  who  have  had  sex  with  men  even 
once  since  1977,  from  donating  blood  fails  to  consider  the  individual's  HIV  status  and 
represents  the  FDA's  policy  since  1982;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  only  other  groups  on  the  FDA's  lifetime  deferral  list  for  blood 
donation  are  intravenous  drug  users,  people  who  have  received  animal  tissue  or 
organs,  people  who  traveled  to  or  live  in  certain  countries  due  to  the  risk  of  transmitting 
malaria  or  variant  Creutzfeldt-Jakob  Disease  (vCJD)  and  people  who  had  sex  for  drugs 
or  money;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  FDA  last  reconsidered  this  issue  in  2006  but  decided  not  to  alter 
its  existing  policy;  and

WHEREAS,  Numerous  public  health  groups  including  the  American  Red  Cross, 
the  American  Association  of  Blood  Banks,  America's  Blood  Centers,  the  American 
Medical  Association  and  the  GMHC  and  leading  LGBT  organizations  have  urged  that 
the  FDA's  lifetime  restriction  be  revised;  now,  therefore,  be  it

Resolution  opposing  a  proposal  of  the  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  reduce 
the  minimum  standards  for  basic  telephone  service  in  California. 

WHEREAS,  Current  California  Public  Utilities  Commission  (CPUC)  regulations  require 
wireline  telephone  carriers  in  California,  such  as  AT&T,  to  provide  services  that  meet 
minimum  standards  for  "basic  telephone  service";  and 

WHEREAS,  The  current  minimum  standards  include  the  ability  to  receive  unlimited 
incoming  calls  without  charge;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  current  minimum  standards  also  include  the  ability  to  choose  between 
"flat  service,"  which  allows  unlimited  local  calls,  and  "measured  service",  which  (for  a  lower 
monthly  fee  than  flat  service)  bills  customers  for  local  calls  beyond  a  limited  allovyance;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  current  minimum  standards  ensure  that  all  customers,  including  low 
income  customers  who  qualify  for  discounted  Lifeline  sen/ice,  have  options  for  telephone 
service  that  meet  their  basic  needs,  are  affordable,  and  allow  for  predictable  monthly  bills;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  a  Ruling  dated  May  10,  2010,  the  CPUC  has  proposed  to  weaken  the 
current  minimum  standards  for  basic  telephone  service  in  the  hope  that  "technology-neutral" 
standards  would  entice  wireless  and  voice  over  Internet  protocol  ("VOIP")  carriers  to  offer 
discounted  Lifeline  seryices;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  CPUC  proposal  would  allow  all  telephone  companies,  including 
wireline  carriers,  to  charge  for  each  incoming  call  and  would  no  longer  require  any  telephone 
company  to  offer  flat  service;  and 
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WHEREAS,  In  light  of  the  limited  competition  for  wireline  telephone  service,  the  CPUC 
proposal  could  deprive  consumers,  including  low-income  households,  of  affordable  services 
that  offer  unlimited  local  calling  and  free  incoming  calls,  thereby  increasing  the  cost  of  basic 
telephone  service  and  the  volatility  of  monthly  bills;  and 

WHEREAS,  Notwithstanding  the  incit.  n      (r,j,  '  i^i' 'tv  of  wireless  services,  wireline 
service  offers  important  advantages  over  wireless  service,  including  superior  call  quality, 
better  reliability  during  power  failures,  and  superior  91 1  access  to  local  emergency  senyices; 
and 

WHEREAS,  A  recent  United  States  government  survey  shows  that  almost  75%  of 
American  households  still  subscribe  to  wireline  telephone  service;  and 

WHEREAS,  Respected  consumer  organizations,  such  as  The  Utility  Reform  Network 
("TURN"),  the  National  Consumer  Law  Center,  and  Disability  Rights  Advocates,  strongly 
oppose  the  CPUC  proposal  to  reduce  the  minimum  standards  for  basic  service;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  better  way  to  expand  Lifeline  discounts  to  wireless  and  other  mobile 
services  would  be  for  the  CPUC  to  develop  a  separate  basic  service  definition  for  those 
services,  rather  than  by  weakening  the  basic  serx'ice  definition  for  wireline  services;  now,
